On one day recently several of 


tfie cannéd food company stocks 
got àn upward boost on the New 
York Stock Market. One scored à 
gain of 52.25 а share, or about 10 
per cent on the quoted value. The 
reason: traders figured recent 
cold weather crop losses in Flor- 
ida, California and "Texas . should 
cause а sharp reduction in fresh 
winter fruits and vegetables, and a 
consequent increase in demand for 
canned products. 

„А couple of days later General 
Motors "reported the biggest net- 
profit ever earned by any fpora- 
tion—nearly 1*4 Billicn dollarg and 
the stock rose to а new alltime 
.high. So, because there has been 
во much comment recently about 
corporate profits being squeezed, 
I checked over the earnings report 
of U. S. Companies reported in the 
paper that dày. 

Here's what I found: of 30 · net 
earnings reported for. 1962, only 
8 showed declines from 1961, 21 
showed gains and one firm, report. 
ed neárly 3 militón dollárs net 
compared with a 1961 loss of close 
to 7 million, or an improvement 
ín earnings òf about 10 million 
dollars. 

In spite of the limited . number 
of reports which I checked, there 
меге enough to indicate how mix- 
ed the profit picture is іп Ашег- 
ican industry. at this time.
